HOLCOMBE ABIDES 


BY FINAL ELECTION 


Captain Not To Make 
Contest; Heated Argu- 
ment Follows Murphy’s 
Questioning of Gilliam. 


Captain A. J. Holcombe was legally 
elected chief of the Atlanta police de- 
partment Saturday by the police com- 
mittee of council and is entitled to 
the post, a startled general council 
was told Monday afternoon in a rul- 
ing of City Attorney James L. May- 


son. 

Mayson'’s opinion was sought by 
Alderman J. Charles Murphy, mayor 
pro-tem., who pointed out that under 
a statement by Ed A. Gilliam, mem- 
ber of the police committee, Holcombe 
was elected by a vote of three to two, 
but this action was later reconsidered 
and Detective Lieutenant T. O. Stur- 
divant was elected chief. 

Although the question of who is 
legally the chief of police will be 
brought up on the floor of council 
at its next meeting, Captain Hol- 
combe will not contest Sturdivant’s 
position as chief, Holcombe said Mon- 
day afternoon. Councilman John A. 
White, of the fourth ward, said that 
he wes promised by Councilman Ho- 
mer C. Foster, of the ninth ward, a 
member of the police committee, that 
the committee’s records of Saturday's 
meeting and a written opinion by the 
city attorney will be offered at the 
next session of council. — ; 

“What the committee did prior to 
announcement of Mr. Sturdivant as 
chief is past history,” Captain Hol- 
combe said. “I was not notified that I 
had been elected chief, and I have nv 
point to make. I am golng to co- 
operate with the new chief and do all 
that is possible to give Atlanta the 
best service in its history.” 

Chief Sturdivant, who took office 
Saturday following retirement of 
Chief James L. Beavers, had no com- 
ment to make. 

Discussion of Sturdivant’s election 
as chief came up during considera- 
tion of an ordinance by Alderman 
Gilliam intended to abolish the detec- 
tive department and create a plain- 
clothes bureau with a captain direct- 
ly under the orders of the chief. Gil- 
liam denied that his paper had any 
political significance in relation to 
the trial of A. Lamar Poole, suspend- 
ed first assistant chief of police and 
chief of detectives, 

Gilliam’s ordinance was tabled by 
a vote of 22 to 13. During debate

French Premier? 


EDOUARD HERRIOT. ° 


VOTE ADVANTAGE 


French Coalition Govern- 
ment Headed by Radical 
Socialist Seems Likely. 


PARIS, May 2.—(4)-—A liberal 
coalition government headed by the 
‘veteran statesman of the left, Edouard 
Herriot, tonight became a possibility 
for France on the face of radical so- 
cialist victories in Sunday's election. 

The issue will not be decided until 
next Sunday, however, for less than 
one-third of the 615 seats of the 
chamber of deputies were filled on the 
first ballot; a second vote will be 
necessary on 361 seats, where no one 
candidate got a clear majority. Four 
colonial seats will not be filled until 
later in the year. A plurality will 
elect next Sunday. 

The radical socialists emerged from 
the premilinary test with 63 seats, 
the biggest solid bloe elected so far, 
while the left repwhblicans of Andre 
Tardien, the present premier, lost 
heavily, placing only 37 candidates in 
the victory column. 

M. Herriot was on the way to Paris 
tonight from Lyons to lead the cam- 
paign. which is expected by his radi- 
cal socialists to emphasize in next 
Sunday's runoff election thé -move- 
ment to the left manifested in yester- 
day's preliminary balloting. 

Influential newspapers like Le 
Temps and L'Information admitted 
yesterdays swing toward the radical 
socialist left, but Le Temps rejoiced 
that this movement had not gone to 
the extreme of socialism or commun- 
ism. The strong! position obtained by 
the radical socialists in the larger 
cities was generally attributed to un- 
employment among the working class. 

Little change in the French foreign 
policy would be made by M. Herriot. 
Far from resting on their oars, the 
radical socialists, immediately began 
a campaign to consolidate their vic- 
tories, and bargain for withdrawals of 
weaker candidates in their favor for 
the run-off. 

The conservatives started similar 
maneuvers, determined not to give up 
before the battle actually was lost. 

The election came to a final con- 
clusion in 248 districts of the nation, 
according to a tabulation of the min-

URGED BY CRISP 
IN MASSIE CASE 


Georgia Representative 
Declares House and Sen- 
ate Can Go Over Island 
Governor’s Head.

WASHINGTON, May : 2.—Con- 
demning the recent verdict of the 
Honolulu territorial court in finding 
guilty of manslaughter the four Amer- 
ican defendants in the “honor slay- 
ing” case, Representative Charles R. 
Crisp, of Georgia, acting chairman 
of the powerful ways and means com- 
mittee, today laid before the lower 
house a bill granting a. complete par- 
don to the four principals. 

In offering the bill the Georgia con- 
gressman declared that “every red- 
blooded American should be justly 
aroused” over the verdict. Declar- 


ing that Lieutenant Thomas H. Mas- 
sie, whose wife was the victim of a 
brutal assault and rape by a band 
of natives, was only technically guilty 
of taking the law into his own hands 
and wreaking vengeance on one of 
the perpetrators of the dastardly 
crime, Representative Crisp said nei- 
ther be nor his co-defendants had re- 
ceived clemency at the hands of the 
court or jury. 

The senate took only three min- 
utes to approve a bill by Senator 
Hiram Bingham, republican, Connecti- 
cut, which would amend the present 
Hawaiian law under which defend- 
ants are freed from further liability 
to prosecution after two juries have 
been unable to agree on a_ verdict. 
Bingham said he introduced the meas- 
ure to prevent the alleged attackers 
of Mrs. Massie, in whose case one 
jury already has disagreed. from be- 
ing freed in the event of a second 
hung jury.

FEDERAL TAX RATE 
ON BASE FOR BEER

Feel Hand of Busy Rev- 
enue Seekers.

WASHINGTON, May’ 2.—(4) — 
The senate finance committee clung 
relentlessly to the trail of new reve 
nue sources today and, in addition, 
increased numerous levies umegent ou 
the house tax bill. 

Finding more taxes necessary, the 
committee hiked up the rate on brew- 
ers’ wort—the basis of all beer— 
cut down the exemption on the ad- 
missions tax to make it include 50- 
cent movies, and broadened the tele- 
graph and telephone schedule to in- 
clude all leased wires, including those 
of newspapers and radio _ stations, 
which were exempted by the house. 

Senators Tydings, democrat, Mary- 
land, convinced the committee the 10 
per cent tax it had decided to im- 
pose on pari-mutuel racing tickets 
was unfair, so the senators switched 
this to an increased tax of 25 per 
cent on admissiofis to race tracks. 

Decision Today 

With a decision expected tomorrow 
on the controversial stock and bonds 
sales levies, the committee experts es- 
timated tonight that all in all the 
néw senate revenue bill would raise 
the billion dollars provided in the 
house measure to balance the 1933 
budget. 

The exemption on telephone and 
telegraph messages. was raised from 
50 cents to 50 cents but the rates 
were fixed above those in the house 
bill. . The new schedule calls _ for 
rates of 10 cents on. messages he- 
tween 50 cents and $1; 15 cents be- 
tween $1 and $2, and 20 cents over 


The leased wire rate in the house 
bill- was cut from 10 to 5 per cent. 
A movement to remove the exemp- 
tions for radios and newspapers -won 
almost unanimous support. Senators 
Bingham, republican

were feported alone in opposition.

Collegiate sports were exempted

OR WAR WIDOWS 


House Passes Measure To 
Cost U. S. $100,000,000 
Within Five Years. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.—(4)— 
A pension bill for widows and or- 
phans of World War veterans, ex- 
pected to cost more than $100,000,000 
within five years, was passed today 
by the house. 

It was sent to the senate with an 


overwhelming vote of 516 to 16. At 
ws eagee only dependents of soldiers 
who died as a direct result of the war 
receive compensation. 

Before passage, a section providing 
pensions for aged dependent mothers 
and fathers of veterans whose deaths 
were not attributable to the war was 
eliminated from the measure. 

The measure is opposed by the ad- 
ministration and in its original form 
was estimated by Brigadier General 
Frank T. Hines, véterans administra- 
tor, to cost $15,260,000 the first year 
and $161,134,000 within five years. 

It was brought up under strict 
rules of procedure. Speaker Garner 
re i Chairman Rankin, of the 
World War veterans’ committee, for 
a motion to suspend the house rules 
and pass the bill. It required a 
two-thirds vote for approval, but the 
opposition was insignificant.

He brought up his famous trial of 
last autumn before Federal Judge

Capones 
claim of a bargain with Prosecutor 
George E. Q. Johnson figured in a 
recent senate hearing upon Judge 
Wilkerson’s nomination to a circuit 
court judgeship. 

As for bis announcement that he 
could find the Lindbergh baby if he 
were freed, a statement which even 
heaped upon him the scorn of former 
friends, Capone was bitter. He cursed 
federal agents who investigated and 
found preposterous his claim that he 
could locate the child. 

Marshal H. C. W. Laubenheimer 
said that he would take Capone to 
prison immediately upon receipt of the 
supreme court mandate. An unusual- 
ly heavy guard will accompany Ca- 
pone to frustrate any possible escape 
attempt, rumors of which have been 
current in the county .jail. 

Capone will serve a 10-year sen- 
tence in Leavenworth and then anoth- 
er one-year sentence in jail here. If 
his conduct is good, time off will cut 
his stay behind bars to seven and one- 
h@if years. 

He was convicted of defrauding the 
in income 
taxes. District Attorney Johnson 
brought the charges against him only 
after state and city officials admitted 
their inability to convict him of mur- 
der or any of the lesser crimes which 
made Chicagy's reputation infamous 
for a decade. 

Capone has been gaining weight 
in a cell at Chicago’s new jail since 
his conviction last October 24. He 
is worried about his ever-increasing 
girth, but hopes to lose some of it in 
the government's shoe factory at 
Leavenworth. 

His incarceration has not been 
without its drama, which began when 
Warden. David Moneypenny rode to 
Springfield in a 16-cylinder sedan, 
belonging to Capone. The warden 
said he didn’t know it belonged to 
the “Scarface.” An automobile dealer 
later took the car back because Ca- 
pone hadn't been meeting his monthly 
payments. “You can’t make payments 
‘when you're in jail,” Al explained. 

Soon thereafter rumors developed 
that Capone .was running his gang 
from an improvised office inside the 
jail. A federal investigation disproved 
the rumors, but resulted in a 24- 
hour guard being placed at his cell. 
It was believed to be the first time 
that the government found it neces- 
sary to employ federal guards for a 
prisoner in a county jail. 

Capone played pinochle with his 
guards whén he wash't asleep or 
reading his elaborately bound séts of 
O. Henry and Upton Sinclair. He dis- 
carded his fanciful dress, which in- 
cluded white flannel trousers with 
green stripes down the seams for fes- 
tive occasions, 
with extra-large right-hand pockets 
for “business use.” 

He wore behind the yellow-painted 
bars a pair ot baby pants, a_ shirt 
open at his chest and a cap to pro- 
tect his bald spot from jail drafts. 

While he twiddled his thumbs and 
issued tirades against authorities to 
any néwspaper reporter who would 
listen, his far-flung gang was disin- 
tergrating. Competitors who would 
have been taken for a “one-way 
ride” a year ago, “muscled” into his 
rackets. The price of beer dropped 
from 25 cents to 15 cents a glass. 
Most of his vice resorts closed. His 
gambling houses came upon lean 
times. Raids depleted his breweries. 
Many of his West Side distillers sold 
out to the opposition. 

His impending trip to Kansas thus 
finds the “arch criminal’ a flabby 
man in a shabby suit, penniless ac- 
cording to his own accounts, and pow- 
érless in what once was America’s 
most vicious criminal empire,

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While the folks from old Kentucky would not care to have 
you know it, there was a time when the hoss business was very 
low there. 

And Louisville was without a race track for more than 20 
years. Fact is, that’s how come the Kentucky Derby. And 
that’s why they always speak of it as a revival. They copied 
the plan from dear old England and they copied so well that 
the fifty-eighth running finds the race so secure that even the 
hostile anti-group can’t make any headway. 

It required a war and the carpet-baggers to put a 
stop to hoss racing in old Kain-tuck. But it did. In the 
late sixties and early seventies racing was in disrepute. 
That’s why the story of the derby is so interesting. It was 

built on a hope that came true with a crowd of 3,000 watching 
from the fence and a dinky little wooden stand on May 1/7, 
1875. 

The story goes that in 1866 an effort was made to 

bring back the sport, but it failed. Colonel Lewis Clark 


believed that if the sport could be copied from the 

English style of handling it would revive. 

And so what did the colonel do but pack up and go over to 
England. While there he studied the English stake races and 
the British methods. He was particularly impressed with the 
English Derby and the English Oaks, the latter being a stake 
race confined to fillies. 

When the colonel got back he and his associates or-. 
ganized the Kentucky Jockey Club in 1874. John and 
Henry Churchill were members and they donated the 
land and built the track. The name sticks, but the mag- 
nificent sweep of lawn and flowers and the imposing 
array of grandstand and buildings has driven out the 
memory of the modest little stand and track which were 


fashioned after the English Derby at Epsom Downs. The purse

Colonel Clark insisted on opening with a Kentucky Derby 


was tremendous then, $2,850. And Aristides won with 3,000 


The Kentucky Oaks, patterned after the English 
Oaks, was also inaugurated in that same meeting. It is 
still a feature, as is the Clark handicap, named after 
Colonel Clark, who revived racing in Kentucky. 

It’s a pity he couldn’t have seen the 1928 crowd, which 
was more than 100,000, and the purse of $55,375, which Reigh 
Count won. 

TOP FLIGHT’S WITHDRAWAL. 

Top Flight’s withdrawal from the derby field was a sur- 
prise, but not such a gasp-inspiring gone as one might expect. 

The fillies seem to be all right as 2-year-olds, but 
as 3-year-olds the sweet mystery of life seems to be too 
much for them. They can’t improve during the winter 
vacation. 

The really surprising thing is that the betting commissioners 
report that not-more than $50,000 had been wagered on Top 
Flight in the future books. This may mean one of two things. 
Either the boys and girls learned their lesson in 1931 when 
Equipoise was scratched on derby eve with more than a mil- 
lion dollars on his nose, or ‘“‘these times’’ have cut down on 
the betting. The latter is the more probable of the two. 

Tom Shaw’s winter book in New York and Tom 
Kierny’s in St. Louis are about the only two winter 
book dealers of size. Black Gold drove the weaklings 
out some years ago. 

Shaw reports there has been little wagering of any kind on 
the derby. Which is surprising. However, they will be there 
Saturday, pouring it in the mutuel windows and adding plenty 
of money to help out with taxes in Kentucky. There is no two 
ways about it—the Kentucky Derby is always the classic of 
the year. 

A BREAK FOR THE BOOKIES. m 

Money bet on the future books is bet, so to speak. There 
is no refund. The $50,000 bet on Top Flight now becomes the 
property of the future-book owners who took the bets. | 

Their road is not an easy one, however. A lot of 
money is in there on Liberty Limited at 60 to 1, 50 to 1 
and on down to 8 to 1. Should that hoss come through 
the bookies would need all they won on Top Flight 
and then some. 

It would be interesting to know just how many _ book- 
makers there are in the states where hoss-racing is illegal. Or 
rather where the betting is illegal. Many pool rooms and other 
shops over the nation have tickers and take in bets. They are 
molested but seldom. It seems to be rather difficult to divorce 
the nation from hoss racing and drinking.

successive years an award from the 
American Bankers’ Association, for 
outstanding banker-farmer activities.

He will suggest and point out -to 
Georgia clubwomen the significant 
part they can play in the live-at-home 
program. The agricultural committee 
of bankers has requested the co-opera- 
tion of federated women, and his talk 
will be along the line of the next step 
to be taken in this direction.
